About  the  Keynote  Speaker 


Samuel  W  Fern  was  a  high  school  drop  out.  who 
came  to  R.C.C.  with  remedial  skills.  During  his 
tenure  he  was  on  the  President's  list  five  consecu- 
tive semesters,  won  numerous  writing  competi- 
tions and  participated  in  the  English  Honors  Semi- 
nar. After  graduating  from  R.C.C.  he  attended 
Amherst  College  which  has  been  ranked  as  one  of 
the  top  three  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  country. 
He  received  his  JD  at  Suffolk  University  Law 
School  and  he  has  a  private  practice  at  Bulfinch 
square  in  Cambridge  specializing  in  civil  and  crimi- 
nal litigation  and  small  business  development. 


About  the  Composer 


Lift  Evert  Voice  and  Sing 


James  Weldon  Johnson  was  born  in  Jacksonville,  Florida  in 
1871.  He  received  his  early  education  there  and  then  attended 
Atlanta  University.  A  subsequent  career  as  a  public  school 
principal,  lawyer,  diplomat,  executive  secretary  for  the 
NAACP  and  professor  of  creative  literature  at  Fisk  University 
paralleled  his  growth  and  maturity  as  a  poet  and  man  of  letters. 
In  1900,  with  his  brother,  J.  Rosamond  Johnson,  he  wrote 
"Lift  Every  Voice  and  Sing".  Johnson  also  wrote  the  lyrics 
for  several  musical  shows  and  put  his  name  on  a  number  of 
hit  songs  in  his  early  writing  days.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in 
an  automobile  accident  in  1938  he  was  regarded  as  one  of 
the  foremost  African  Americans  of  his  generation,  (from  The 
Poetry  of  the  Negro,  1746-1970,  edited  by  Langston  Hughes 
and  Arna  Bontemps).
